SUBJECT is a 
self anployed painting contractor.

The indices of the Criminal Intelligence Section were 
searched with negative results regarding SUBJECT. 
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SUBJSCT was arrested July 18, 1953. at 1717 S. 5RVAY 
STREEIT, for Drunk and Disorderly, according to the police 
officers radio call sheet. A copy of this radio call sheet 
is attached to the original of this report as enclosure 1. 


SUBJECT was interviewed ty the undersigned officer, 
and SUBJECT stated that he vaguely remanbers the incident. 
SUBJECT stated that he, BCBBT RAT HARRIS, and CLIFTON MC CRAIG 
were at the SILTCR SPUR, 1717 S. BRVAY STRFOT, on July 18, 
1953, drinking beer. SUBJECT further stated that evidently 
someone called the police, because the three of them were 
placed in jail, and charged with Drunk and Disorderly. 
SUBJECT stated that he paid a ten dollar fine. 

SUBJECT stated that he had never sem JACK RUBT 
except on television. SUBJECT further stated that he 
had never seen LES HARVEY OSWALD, and had newer seen 
RUBT and OSWALD together.
